The Situation,

We have as yet received nothing by telegraph cal-
ealated to throw light upon the object of Graxr in
withdrawiog from the whole or the greater part of
Lxg's front, and the epeculations in the Richmond pa-
pers do not give us any assistance in coming to a con-
clusion. The Sentinel thicks he is moving off by his
left flank. If he moves thus, the Sentinel saya it will
lead bir farther from Richmond, but it may tnke;
bim npearer to the Chickabominy, .and bhe
may probably succeed in striking it before
Lxe, at come of the lower bridges. The Enquirer
thinks that the Long Bridges, or the Forge Bridge.
over the Chickabominy, in Charles COity Couoty, may
be the point to which GRraxr is directing his march.—
He will soon turn up. By to-morrow or sooner, we
may receive spch information as will inform us of
Graxt's pesition and what be is about.

The Richmond Enquirer gives some extracts from a
letter written o a friend iu Richmord by a soldier in
Geperal Leg’s army, among tQe rest, this :—

«'The fight on last Friday was vory severe. The enemy’s
loss is reported to bave been heavier tban at the Wilder-
pess, A farmer reporte Grast to bhave said that he would
try Lee o few days looger, and it he cou!d not succeed, he
(Lee) might ’take his d—d little Confederacy and’ go to
h—I1l with it.”

This correspondent says that “ His (Grawt’s)
gtrength is believed here (in the army) to be 130,000.”
ALL our accounts from the armies io Northern Geor-
gia are meagre and upsatisfactory. We do not koow
why it is, cul we always leel nnzomfortable under such
a state of things. We have somehow a paioful sense
of imperding disaster, which we are al-
ways bappy to have removed, ard in this case it will
remove a considerable weicht from our minds to hear
of good news from Geperal Jounsros’s army. We
had locked forward to something ere this, which migbt
have been realiz>d but is not. We bave been lookiog and
hoping for Forrgsrin the rear of SHE’RMAN, and 80 have
the prees and the pecple of Atlanta, but these expecta-
tions and hopee seem doomed to disappointment. There
are many who think Forrrst essential to the restora-
tion of the campaign in Northern Georgia, but who
are by po mears confident in the be-
lief that be will be employcd there, however necessary
bis employment may be regarded. They say that Gen-
eral Braca's preference for Gen. WHEELER i8 80 dc—
cided as to preclude the chance of ForgEsT 8 being em-
ployed where he is most needed.
We trust that these fears are nnfounded, but beyoud
doubt Geperal Braaae's prejudices are pretty s trong
and nearly inveterate,

T'hey seek no other
reward and degire no ¢mblezonmeot of their names — |
To carry out and contioue their humane and patriotic
work they do need, however, all the assistance that the
liberaland benevol:nt can afford to reader them. What
is given to the soldiers through them 1s sure to reach
them directly and ino & mapner the best calculated to
alleviate their sufferings and thus carry out the wishes
of tee donors.

Praise is a'so due to those resident physicians of
town, who, true to the poble instincts of their profes.
gion, bave (reely given and are giving their attendance
and their services at the depot.

We would say to all| give liberally ; it is a duty you
owe to your coumatry, to your country’s soldiers, and to
your own heart and conscience. Bat while giving lib-
era'ly, give with discrimination ; give not simply for
the purpose of giving—that is but a means—the end
is to relieve suffericg, and contribute to the comfort and
gupply the wants of the soldiers. Look to that. Un-
derstand for yourselvea that what you do give actually
reaches the soldiers—actually forwards the ends you
bave in view. Kpow well to whom you give. Mere
random giving, because solicited to give, is only balt
giving. 'The soldiers who, as fighting the country’s
battles, represent and embody the country’s cause, bave
a claim upon your time and thought, as well as upon
your mere money.

For some time to come, nt.lea‘at_ during the pendency
of the terrible struggle in Virginia, and for weeks af—
terwards, .the energies and means of the commaunitiés
along the lines of railroad leading South from that
city, will fiad abundant employment in attending to
the rick, wounded and euffering. Let them do that
well, and they will have done mach ;—far more, indeed,

than they could poesibly do by contributioss to this
One, that one, or the other oue, for indefinite objzcts

mond ; or at least to suggeet that at d ferent points on
the routeguch arrangemsnts be made as the means of
the several communities will permit.

We wished also to ‘point oat the nocessity
of well-directed, intelligent cfforts, of efforts made for

definite objects, and accomplishing these objects. Calls
bave increased, are increasing, and will, oo doubt, con-

means nor efforts can afford to be thrown away or mis-
